The Lord here shows us that the message(Txj)be tome (Jo) His 
people by ministers vixm He called to warn the people is 
rot a peace-and-safety message. It is not merely theoretical, 
but practical in every particular. The people of God are iopre¬ 
sented in the message to the Laodiceans as in a position of car¬ 
nal <s5xjrify) They are at ease, believing themselves to be in 
an exalted condition of spiritual attainments . "Because Uthj 
sayst, I am rich, and increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing; and knowest not that thou art wretched, and miser¬ 
able, and poor , ard blind , and naked."

They know not that 
their condition is dep lorable in the sigfit of God, Virile those 
addressed are (fTatterir^ >themselves that they are in an exalted 
spiritual condition^ the message of the True Witness breaks 
their security by the startling denuixriaticn of their true con¬ 
dition of spiritual blindness, poverty, and wretchedness. The 
testimony, so cutting and severe, carrot be a mistake, for it 
is the True Witness who speaks, and His testimony must be 
correct. 

II is difficult for those vho feel secure in their attainments, 
and wix) believe themselves to be rich in spiritual knowledge, 
to receive the<jessag^v^ich declares that they are deceived 
and in need of every spiritual grace . The unsanctified heart is 
"deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked." I was 
shown that many are flattering themselves that they are good 
Christians, whojiaye^^ light(Trom^ Jesus . They have 

not a(T 1 vin^^j^erimcti) for thansel ves in the divine life. They 
need a deep ancT thbraxfi work of sel f-abasfiirr^t<Toe forrT> God 
fore) they will feel their true need of earnest, persevering 
effort to secure the precious graces of the Spirit. 

God leads His people on step by step. The Christian life is 
a constant battle and a march. There is no(jresE) from tie war¬ 
fare . It is by constant, urr^asing Ceffort >ttot we maintain the 
victory over the tenptations of Satan. As a people we are 
triumphing in the clearness and strength of the truth. We are 
fully sustained in our positions by an overwl lelming annul it of 
plain Scriptural testimony. But we are very much wanting in 
Bible humility, patience, faith, love, self-denial, watchfulness, 
and the spirit of sacrifice. We need to cultivate Bibl e holi ness. 

^Sln)prevails among the people of God. The plain <jiessage) of 
icbuke to die Laodiceans isCnopreceived . Many cling lx) their 
dniits aid their darling sins while they are in so great a decep¬ 
tion as to t alk and feel that they are in need of nothing. They 
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think the testimony of the Spi rit of God inCr^roof^u 3 called 
for or that it( [9o^^noE^ megi (0^ii^ Such are in the greatest 
need of the grace of God and spiritual discernment that they 
may discover their deficiency in spiritual knowl edge. They 
lack almost every qualification necessary toC^perfect) Qiristian 
diaracter . They have not a practical knowledge of Bible truth, 
which leads to lowliness of life and a conformity of their will 
to the will of Christ. They are not living in obedience to all 
God's requirements. 

It is not emxji to merely Cprofe^ )td Ctelie^ ) the truth. All 

the soldiers of the cross of Christ virtually obligate themse 1 ves~ 
to enter the crusade against the adversary of souls, to^oondgTf\ 5 
wrong and sustain rigjiteousness. But the message o t theI rue 
Witness reveals the fact that a terrible deception is upon our 
people, to break their spiritual<^urrt)^ andCanouseXhem to de¬ 
cided action .

ous sins? We love the truth; we are prospering; we are in no 
need of these testimonies of warning and reproof. But let tliese 
murmurers see their hearts, and compare their lives with the 
practical teachings of the Bible; let them hurtole their souls 
before God; let the grace of God iliiminate the<^3arkness}> and 
the scales will fall from their eyes, and they will realize their 
true spiritual poverty and wretchedness . They will feel the 
necessity of buying gold, which is pure faith and love; white 
raiment, which is a spotless character made pure in the blood 
of their dear Redeemer; and eyesalve, which is the grace of 
God and which will give clear discernment of spiritual things 
and detest sin. These attainments are more precious than the 
gold of Ophir . 
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I have been shorn that the greatest reason why the pg plc 
of God are now found in this state of spiritual< ^5^nchess 3is 
that they will not receive correction. Many have despised the 
reQroofg and warnings given them. Tfie True Witness (fin 
( jfrtrri )the lukewarm condition of the people of Cod, which 
gives Satan great power ov er them in this waiting, watching 
time . The selfi sh, t he proud, and the lovers of sin are ever 
assailed withC jiahts j) Satan has ability to suggest doubts and 
to devise objections to the pointed testimony that God sends, 
and many think it a virtue, a mark of intelligence in them, to 
be irbelieving and to question and quibble. Hose who desired — 
to doubt wi 11 have plenty of room. Gad does not propose to re¬ 
move all occasion for unbelief . He gives evidence, which must 
be carefully investigated with a hurble mind and a teactehle 
spirit, and all should decide from the weight of evidence . 

Eternal life is of infinite value and will cost us all that we 
have. I was shown that we do not place a proper estimate 1 ' 
, Lpon eternal things. Everyt hing worth possessing, even in this ^ ^ 
vorld, must be secured by< effhrt P> and sometimes by most pain¬ 
ful sacrifice . And this is merely to obtain a per isiiable treasure. 
Shall we be le ss willing to endure conflict and toil, and to nrkc 
earerat<effhrj3i)and great sacrifices, to obtain a treausre which 
is of infinitevalue, and a life which will measure with that of 
the Infinite? Can heaven cost us too nuch? 

Faith and love are golden treausres, elements that are 
greatly wanting among God's people. I have been shown that 
mbelief in tlie testimonies of warning, aicouraganent, and 
reproof is shutting away the light from God's people , thbelief 
is closing their eyes so that they are ignorant of their true 
condition. The True Witness thus describes their <^nches§> 

"And knowest not that thou art wretched, and miserable, and 
poor, and blind, and naked." 

Faith in the soon coming of Christ is waning, 'tty Lord 
delayeth His coning" is not only said in the heart, but ex¬ 
pressed in words and most decidedly in works. Stupidity in 
this watching time is sealing the senses of God's people as to 
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The sigps of the times. The terrible iniquity v^hich abounds 
calls for the greatest diligence and for the living tesUmony, to 
keep sin out of the church. Faith' has been decreasing to a 
fearful degree, and it is only by exercise that it can increase. 

In the rise of the third angel's message those win engaged 
in the work if God had something to venture; they had sacri¬ 
fices to make. They started this work in poverty and suffered 
tin greatest deprivations and reproach. They met determined 
opposition, which drove them to God in their necessity and 
kept their faith alive. Our present plan of systemic benevo¬ 
lence anply sustains our ministers, and there is no want and 
no call for the exercise of faith as to sopport. Those who start 
out now to preach the truth have nothing to venture. They 
hove no risks to nil, no special sacrifices to make. The system 
of truth is made ready to their hand, and publications are pro¬ 
vided for them, vindicating the truths they advance. 

Some young men start out with no real sense of the exalted 
character of the work. They have no privations, hardships, or 
severe conflicts to meet, vhich would call for the exercise of 
faith. They do not cultivate practical self-denial and cherish a 
spirit of sacrifice. Some are becoming proud and lifted up, 
and have no real burden of the work upon them. The True 
Witness speaks to these ministers: 'Be zealous therefore, and 
repent.” Some of them are so lifted ip in pride that they are 
really a hindranoe and a (curse ) to the precious( j^^e )Qf God. 
They do not exert a saving influence upon others. These men 
need to be thoroughly converted to God themselves and sancti¬ 
fied by the truths they present to others . 

POINTED TESTIMONIES IN THE CHORCH <S^ 

Very many feel impatient and jealous because they are fre- 
quently disturbed with warnings and reproofs v^ich keep 
their sin before them. Says the True Witness : ”1 know thy 
works.” The motives, the purposes, the uhbelief, the suspi¬ 
cions and jealousies may be hid from men, but not from Christ. 
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The True Witness comes as a counselor: I counsel thee to buy 
of Ma^galcf)Lried in the fire , that thou mayest be rich; snd white 
raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, end that the shame of thy 
nakedness do not appear; and anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, 
that thou mayest see. As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten; 

be zealous therefore, and repent. Behold, I stand at the door, 

and knock: if any man hear My voice, and open the door, I will 
come in to him, and will sup with him, and he with Me. To 

him that overcometh will I grant to sit with Me in My throne, 

even as I also overcame, and am set down with My Father in 
His throne." 

Those wtno are reproved by the Spirit of God should not rise 
ip against the tortile instrumen t. It is God, and not an erring 
mortal, who has spoken to save the m from (niinii Those wlno 
despise the warning will be left in<bJ inches^ tobeccme self- 
deceived . But those who heed it, and~zelously go about thi 
work of separating their sins from them in order to have tine 
needed graces, will be opening the door of their hearts that 
tine dear Saviour may came in and dwell with them . This 
class you will ever find in perfect harmony with the testimony 
of the Spirit of God. 

Ministers Wno are preaching present truth should not neg¬ 
lect the solemn message to the Laodiceans. The testimony of 
the True Witness is not a smooth message. The Lord dbes not 
say to them , You are about ( jritftt ^) you have borne chastisement 
and reproof that you never oraerved; you have been unneces¬ 
sarily discouraged by severity; you are not guilty of the wrongs 
and sins for which you have been reproved. 

The True Witness declares that when you suppose you 
are really in a good condition of prosperity you are in need of 
every th ing. It is not enough for ministers to present theoreti¬ 
cal sWJfects; they should also present those subjects which are 
practical. They need to study the practical lessons that Christ 
gave His disciples and male a close application of tlie same to 
their own soul s and to tine people. Because Christ bears this 
rebuking testimony, shall we suppose that He is destitute of 

t 
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tender love to His people ? Ch, no ! He who died to redeem 
man from death, loves with a divine love, and those whom He 
loves He rebukes. :As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten.” 

But many will not receive the message that Heaven in mercy 
sends them. They ca^^^eodyre to be told of their neglect of 
duty and of their (worm) their selfishness, their pride and love 
of the world.

He 
requires of His people faith that rests upon the weicfit of evi¬ 
dence, not upon perfect knowledge. Those followers of Christ 
vlio accept the lic^it that God sends them must obey the voiced 
of God speaking to them when there^^m-Jigny other voices 
crying out against it.

are deceived by the adversary of souls. (^They) think that the 
labors of Brother and Si ster Vj hite would be acceptable if they, 
were not continually ^cndbirdr^) (ynxim) and reproving sin . ^ 
I was shown that God has" laid this (T\ork) upon (us 3 ) and when 
(^)are hindered from meeting with Mis people and from 
bearing our testimony and counteracting and surmisings and 
jealousies of the unconsecrated , then Satan presses in his 
temptations very strongly. Those who have been ever on the 
qjestiong, doubting side feel at liberty to suggest their 

doubts and to insinuate their unbelief. Some have sancti- ^ 
moniuos and apparently conscientious and very pious doubts, 
vhich(they) cautiously drop, but which have tenfold more

Seme wi ll mt, re ceive the testimony that God has given us 
to bear, ( ^latterii^ themsclves that ^wejmay be deceived and that 
( they) may be rigfnt . ( thej) think that the people of God are not 
in need of plain dealing and of reproof, but that God is with

(them) These tenpted ones, vhose souls have ever been at war 
with the faithful reproving of sin, would cry: Speak unto us 
smooth things. Vfoat disposition will these make of the mes¬ 
sage of the True Witness to One Laodiceans? Ttere can be no 
decep tion here. This<^n psag e) must b e bo me to a lukewamv 
^churcR^by God t s servants . It must( tjious ?)His people from 
their security and dangerous deception in regard to theirreal 
standing before God. This testimony, if received, willC arome j 
to action and lead to self-abasement a nd co nfession of sins. 
The True Witness says: "I know thy<^ warks^ that thou art 
neither cold nor hot." And again, "As many as I love, I rebuke 
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and chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent." (Then ) comes 
the promises: ’’Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if any 
man hear My voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with Me." "To him that over- 
ccmeth will I grant to sit with Me in My throne, even as I also 
overcame, and am set down with My Father in His throne." 

The people of God must see their (wrcnre) and <^arajg*)to 
zealous repentance and a putting away ofrhose sins which 
have brouc/it them into such a deplorable condition of poverty, 
blindness, wrctchedhess, and fearful decepti on. T was slrwi 
lliat the pointed testimony must live in theC^fxjrcF^) This alone 
will answer to the message to the Laodiceans .^Wronr^ must 
be reproved, sin must be called sin, and inquity musEbe met 
pronptly and decidedly, and pit away from us as a people. 

FIGHTING THE SPIRIT OF GOD 

TIxdsc liave a spirit of opposition to Hx<wori<X.lv)l for 
twenty-six years we have been pressed by ttie Spirit of God to 
do , and tlxj would break down our testimony, I saw are not 
fighting against us, but against God, who has laid upon us the 
burden of a work that He has not given to others. Those who 
' J o e question and quibble, and think it a virtue to cbefot, and wh o 
c O would discourage;> those who have been the means of making 
our work hard and of weakening our faith, hope, and courage 
have been the ones to (surmise) evil, to (jr^inuate) suspicious 
charges, and to watch with "jealousy for occasion against us . 
They take it for granted that because we have hunan weak¬ 
nesses it is a positive evidence that we are(wrcTin)and that they 
are ricfit. If they can find a semblance ofanything that they 
can use to inj ure us they do it with a spirit of triurph and are 
Teady to denounce our work of reproving (yirvrq) and (jijv ) 
< ^9grnirig)sin as a harsh, dictatorial spirit. 

^H But vrfiile we do not accept their version of our case as 
the reason for our afflictions, v^iile we maintain that God has 
appointed us to a more trying work than He has others, we 
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acknowledge with humility of soul and with repentance that 
our faith and courage have been severely tried and that we 
have sometimes failed to trust wholly in Him who has ap¬ 
pointed us our work . Wnen we gather courage again, after 
sore disappointment and trials, we deeply regret that we ever 
distrusted God, gave way to human weaknesses, and permitted 
discouragement to cloud our faith and lessen our confidence in 
God. I have been shown that God's ancient servants suffered 
disappointments and discouragements as well as we poor 
motrals. We were in good company; nevertheless this did 
mt excuse us. 


As my fusband has stood by my side to sustain me in my 
work and has borne a plain testimony in inison with the 

work of the Spirit of God, many have felt that it was he 

personally who was injuring them, when it was the Lord who 
laid upon him the burdens and vho was, through His servant, 
reproving them and seeking to bring them where they would 
repent of their (worm) and have the favor of God. 

Those whom God ms chosen for an important work have 

ever been received with distrust and suspicion. Anciently ,•* 
when Elijah was sent with a message from God to the people, 
they did mt heed the warning . They thaxjit him umeces- 

sarily severe. They even Uxxrpl that he must have lost his < 
senses because he denounced them, the favored pecple of God, 
as sinners and their crimes as so aggravated that the judg¬ 
ments of God would awaken against them. Satan and his host 
have ever been arrayed against those vi jn hear th e message of 
warning and vho reprove sins. The (1joconsecrate5) will also * 
be united with the adversary of souls to make the work of 
God's faithful servants as hard as possible . 

If my husband has been pressed beyond measure and has 
become discouraged and desponding, if we have at times seen 
nothing desirable in life that we should choose it, this is noth¬ 
ing strange or new. Elijah, one of God's great and micfity 
prophets, as he fled for his life from the rage of the infuriated 
Jezebel, a fugitive, weary and travel-worn, desired to die rather 
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than to live. His bitter disappointment in regard to Israel's 
faithfulness had crushed his spirits, and he felt that he could 
no longer put confidence in man. In the day to Job's affliction 
the darkness, lie utters these words: "Let the day perish 
wherein I was bom." 

Those who are not accustomed to feel to the very depths, 
who have not stood mder burdens as a cart beneath sheaves, 
and who have never had their interest identified so closely with 
the cause and work of God that it seems to be a part of their 
very being and dearer to them than life, carrot appreicate 
the feelings of my husband any more than Israel could appreciate 
the feelings of Elijah. We deeply regret being disheartened, 

whatever the circunstances may have frfen.

AHAB’S CASE A WARNING 




Uhder the perverted rule of Ahab, Israel departed from 
God and corrupted their ways before Him. "And Aliab the 

son of Onri did evil in the sight of the Lord above all that 
were before him. And it came to pass, as if it had been a light 
thing for him to walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
that he took to wife Jezebel the daucfiter of Ethbaal king of 
the Zidonians, and went and served Ba al, and worshipped 

him. And he reared up an altar for Baal in the house of Baal, 
which he had built in Samaria, And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lord God of Israel to anger 
than all the kings of Israel that were before him ." 

Ahab was weak in mortal power. He did not have a high 
sense of sacred things; he was selfish and unprincipled. His 

u nion by marriage with a woman of decided diaracter and 

positi^ ) tenperament, who was devoted to idolatry, made 
tRem Loth special agents of Satan to lead the people of God 
into idolatry and terrible apostasy. The determined spirit of* 
Jezebel molded the character of Ahab . His selfish nature was 
incapable of appreciating the mercies of God to His people and 
his obligation to God as the guardian and leader of Israel. Tte 
fear of God was daily growing less in Israel. The blasphemous

The altars of Baal, and the priests of Baal who 
sacrificed to the sun, moon, and stars, were conspicuous every¬ 
where. They had consecrated tenples and groves wherein the 
work of men's hands was placed to be worshipped . The benefits 
vhich God gave to this people called forth from them no grati¬ 
tude to the Giver. All the bounties of heaven,—the running 
brooks, the streams of living waters, the gentl e dew, the show- 
ers of rain rttich refreshed the earth aod(pausec^) their fields to 
bring forth abundantly,—these they ascribed"to the favor of 


their gods . 

Elijah's faithful soul was grieved. His Qndigiatiorj; was 
aroused, and he was jealous for the glory of GotT" He saw that 
Israel was plunged into fearful apostasy . And when lie called 
to mind the great things that God had wrought for them, lie 

was overwhelmed with grief and anrazEncnt. But all this was 

forgotten by the majority of the people . He went before the 
Lord, and, with his soul wrung with anguish, pleaded for Him 
to save His people if it must be by judgnents. He pleaded 
with God to withhold from His ungrateful people dew and 

rain, the treasures of heaven, that apostate Israel micjit lock 
in vain to (^riij(gncf^ ) their idols of gold, wood, and stone, the 
sun, moon , and stars, to water and enrich the earth, and cause 
it to bring forth plentifully . The Lord told Elijah that He had 
heard his prayer and would withhold dew and rain from His 

people intil they should turn into Him with repentance. 


God had specially guarded His people against mingling 


with the idolatrous nations 

around them, 

lest 

their hearts 

should be deceived by the attractive groves 

and 

shrines, tern- 

pies and altars, which were 

arranged in the most expensive, 

alluring manner to pervert 

the senses so 

that 

God would be 


supplanted in the minds of the people. 
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The city of Jericho was devoted to the most extravagant 
idolatry) The inhabitants were very wealthy, but all the riches 
had given them they counted as the gift of their gods. 
They had gold and silver in abmdance; but like the people 
before the Flood, they were corrupt and blasphemous, and 
insulted and provoked the God of heaven by their wicked 
works. God's judgnents were awakened against Jericho. It 
was a stronghold . But the Captain of the Lord's host Himself" 
came from heaven to lead the armies of heaven in an attack 
upon the city. Angels of God laid hold of the massive walls 
and brought them to t he gro und. God had said that the city 


of Jericho should be(accursed) and that all slxxild perish except 
Rahab and her household. Ihese should be saved because of 
the favor that Rahab showed the messengers of tfie Lord. Tfie 
word of the Lord to the people was: "And ye, in anywise keep 
y oursel ves from the accursed thi ng, te st ye make yourselves 
(accLffse^ ) when ye take of the ( ^icx^inaxT ) thing, and make the 
camp of Israel a curse, and trouble Tt. "And Joshua adjured 
them at that time, saying, (parsed) be the man before the Lord, 


that riseth and buildeth this city Jericho : fie shall lay

foundation thereof in his first-born, 
shall be set up the gates of it." 

God was very particular in regard to Jericho, lest the people 
should be charmed with the things thht the inhabitants had 


worshipped and their fiearts be diverted from God. He guarded 
His people by most positive commands; yet notwithstanding 
the solemn injunction from God by the mouth of Josfma, 
Acfian ventured to transgress . His covetousness led him to 
take of the treausres that God had forbidden him to touch 
because the (gjrse )of God was Lpon( them 7) And because of tins 
man's sin the "Israel of God were as weak as water before their 


enemies . 

Joshua and the elders of Israel were in great affliction. They 
lay before the ark of God in most abject humility because the 
Lord was wroth with His people. They prayed and wept 
before God. The Lord spoke to Josfma: "Get thee ip; where- 
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fore liest thou thus upon thy face? Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed My (oovenanC) which I camanded 
them: for they have even taken of the ^bcursBd )thing, and have 
also stolen, and dissenhled also, and they hove put it even 
among their own stuff. Therefore the children of Israel could 
not stand before their enemies, but turned their backs before 
their enemies, becuase they were accursed: neith er mi l I be 
with you any more, except ye ( cfestroy) the (acrarse^ from 
among you.” _ _

I have been shown that God here illustrates hoe He regards 
sin among those who profess to be His cormandiEiit-keeping 
people. linse whom He has specially honored with witness¬ 
ing the remarkable exhibitions of His power , as did ancient 
Israel, arts vin will even then venture to disregard His ex- 
press directions, (vrilj[) be subjects of His wrath . He would 
teach His people thaE disobedience and sin are exceedingly 
offensive to Him and are not to be licfitly regarded. He shows 
us that vhen His people are found in sin they should at once 
take decided measures to put that sin from them, that His 
frown may not rest upon them all. But if the sins of the people 
are passed over by those in responsible positions, His frown 
will be gpon them, and the people of God, as a body, will be 
held responsible far(H»^)(^^^ In His dealings wiUHJjs peo¬ 
ple in the past the Lordshows the necessity of (fjurifying) the 
church frcmcjffon^ r) Ohe sinner may diffuse darkness that 
will exclude the light of God from the ent i re congregation . 
When the people realize that darkness is settling ipon tinem, 
and they do not know the cause , they should seek God ear¬ 
nestly, in the great humility and self-abasement, until the wrongs 
which grieve His Spirit are searched out and put away. 

The prejudice which has arisen against (lr) because (we) have 
reproved the((wrarrg) that God has shown (roe) existed, art! the 
cry that has been raise of harshness and severity, are unjust. 
God trids(us)speak, and (wT) will not be silent. If<wroni^are 
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apparent among His people, and if the servants of God pass 
on indifferent to them , they virtually sustain and justify lie 
sinner, and are(alik^ gSIt y>and will just as surely receive the 
displeasure of God; for they will be made responsible for the 
sins of the guilty. In vision I have teen pointed to many in¬ 
stances vliere the displeasure of God has been incurred by a 
neglect an the part of His servants to deal wit h the iwoneg^ 

and sins existing among them. Those vie have <___ 

(fwro nqs)hav e been _ thoug ht by the people to be very (anicabld) 
Trri lovely^ in (dispositiofj) simply because they shunned to dis¬ 
charge a plain Scriptural duty . The task was not agreeable to 
their feelings; therefore they avoided it. 

The spirit of(Jatre5) which has existed with sonn(^because) 
wroneg) amon g God's people have been (rcjjroyecjt) has 
brotighE(^iridnRss) and a fearful deception iponTFieir own 
souls, making it impossible) for them to discriminate between

Tti(:(tjme){:xxple of God, wtxi tiave theCjpirlj^of the work of 
tie Lord and tJe<^Ivatim)of souls at heart, will ever view sin 
in its real, sinful character. They will always been the side of 
faithful end plain dealing with sin which easily beset the peo- 
ple of God. Especially in thec^closin^^ church, in 

the sealing(tlme) of the one hundred and forty-four thousand 
are to stand without fault before the throne of God, will 
tIcy feci most deeply tfc (^wrongs) of God's professed people, 
this is fore ibJ y set forth by the prophet *s i 1 lustration of the Q asf) 
^vA)rk)iiKV^r lie fig ire of the men (each ) fxiving a slaurfitnr 
W^fxxi in his hand. Ohe man annng them was clotted with 
linen, with a writer's inkhom by his side. "And the Lord said 
into him, Go through the midst of the city, through the midst 
of Jerusalem, and set a mark upon the foreheads of the men 
tfiat sigh and that cry for all the abominations that be done in 
the midst thereof." 
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Vho are standing in the counsel of God at his tine? Is it 
those who virtually excuse <j j jrtrtgr> among the professed peo- 
ple of God, and vho mumur in their hearts, if not openly, 
against those vho would reprove sin? It is those who take 
their stand against them, and sympathize w ith those who ccm- 
ndtfj^rorig3 N Pf indeed! Unless they repent, aid leave the 
work of Satan in oppressing those vho have the burden of the 
work and in holding up the hands of sinners in Zion, they will 
never recieve the mark of God's sealong approval. They will 
fall in the general destnjcticn of the wicked , represented by 
the work of the ( Tive) men bearing slaughter weapons. Mark 
this point with care : Those who receive tlie pure mark oKJrut^> 
wrought in them by the power of the Holy Ghost, represented 
by a mark by the man in linen, are those "that sicfi and that 
cry for (all) the abominations that be done" in the church. Their 
love of purity and the honor and glory of God is such, and 
they have so clear a view of the exceeding sinfulness of sin, 
that they are represented as being in agony, even sirring and 
crying.

ter weapons: "Go ye after him through the (jolty) and smite: 
let not your eye spare, neither have ye pity: slay utterly old and 
young, both maids, and little children, and women: but come 
not near any man upon whom is the mark; and begin at My 
sanctuary." 

In the case ofC/ tooan ; s >sin God said to Joshua. "Neither will 
I be with you any more, except yeCj3estroy> the accursed from 
among you ." How does this instance carpare with the course 
pursued by those who will not raise their voice against sin and 
wrong, but those sympathies are ever found with those vho 
troLhle the carp of Israel with their sins ? Said God to Jbshua: 
"Thou cans t not stand before thine enemies, until ye take 
away the<^curs^> thing from among you." He pronounced 
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which would follow the transgression of His 

began a diligent search to find out the guilty 
one . He took Israel by their tribes, then by their families, and 
next individually; and Achan was designated as the guilty one. 
But that the matter might be plain to all Israel, that there 
should be no occasion given them to murmur and to say tliat 
Hie guiltless was made to suffer, Joshua used policy. He knew 
Achan was the transgressor and that he had concealed his sin 
and provoked God against His people. Joshua discreetly in¬ 
duced Achan to make confession of his sin, that God's honor 
and justice might be vindicated before Israel. "And Joshua 
jsaid into Achan, My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the Lord 
God of Israel, and make confession unto Him; amd tell me 
now what thou hast done; hide it not from me. 

"And Achan answered Joshua, and said, Indeed I have 
sinned against the Lord God of Israel, and thus and thus have 
I done: When I saw among the spoils a goodly Babylonish 
garment, and two fxndred shekels of silver, and a wedge of 
gold of fifty shekels weicfit, then I coveted them, and took 
tlxni; and, behold, they are hid in the earth in the midst of 
my tent, and the silver under it . So Joshua sent messengers, 
and they ran unto the tent; and, behold, it was hid in his tent, 
and the silver under it. And they took them out of the midst 
of the tent, and brought them unto Joshua, and unto all the 
children of Israel, and laid them out before the Lord. And 
Joshua, and all Israel with him, took Achan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and the wedge of gold, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, arxd 
his sheep, and his tent, and all that he had: and they brought 
tiiem unto the Valley of Achor. And Joshua said, Vhy hast 
thou troubled us? the Lord shall trouble thee this day. And 
all Israel stoned him with stones, and burned them with(fire^) 
after they had stones them with stones ." 

The Lord told Joshua tliat had not only taken the

The Lord said that Cjeriid^) and all its spoils should be con¬ 
sumed, except the gold and silver, which were to be reserved 
for the treasury of the Lord. The victory pf taking Jericho was 
not obtained throucfi warfare or the exposure of the people. 
The Captain of the Lord's host had led the armies of heaven. 
The battle was the Lord's; it was He vho foutfit the battle. 
The children of Israel did not strike a blow. The victory and 
glory of the Lord's, and the spoils were His. He directed 
all to be constmed except the gold and silver, which He re¬ 
served for His treasury, ( kfen ) understood well the reserve 
made and that the treasures or gold and silver which he cov¬ 
eted were the Lord's. He stole from God's treasury for his 
own benefit. 

COVETOUSNESS AMONG GOO’S PEOPLE 


I saw that many vho profess to be keeping the command¬ 
ments of God are appropriating to their own use the means 
which the Lord has entrusted to them and which should core 
into His treasury . They rob God in tithes and in offerings. 
They disserrble and withhold from Him to their own hurt. 
They bring leanness and poverty upon themselves and dark¬ 
ness upon the church because of their covetousness, their dis- 
serrbling, and their robbing God in tithes and in offerings . 

I saw that many souls will sink in ^5arkness jbecause~of their 
covetousness. The plain, straicfit testimony (rust live in the 
church, or the(curse)of God will rest upon His people as surely 
as it did upon ancient Israel because of their sins . God holds 
His people, as a body , responsible for the sins existing in indi¬ 
viduals anong them. If the leaders of the church neglect to 
diligently search out the sins which bring the displeasure of 
God upon the body, they became responsible for these sins . 
But to deal with minds is the nicest work in which men ever 
engaged. All are not fitted to correct the erring. They have 
not wisdom to deal justly, while loving mercy. They are not 
inclined to see the necessity of mingling love and tender com- 

'T 

His People 
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passion with faithful reproofs. Some are ever needlessly se¬ 
vere, and do feel the necessity of the injunction of the 
apostle: "And of some have compassion, making a differences 
and others save with fear, pulling them out o f the ftre. 1 

There are many vho do not have the (^iscretiog) 
and who have no special duty to search out wrongs and to deal s 
promptly with the sins existing among them. Let not such ( 
hinder those vho have the burden of this (work) upon them; «j 
let them not stand in the way of those vho have this duty to do . j 
Some make it a point to question and dxtot and find fault be- ^ 
cause others do the work that God has not laid qpon them. / 
These stand directly in the way to hinder those upon whom 
God has laid the burden of reproving and correcting prevail¬ 
ing sins in order that His frown may be turned away from His 
people. Should a case like Acton's be among us, there are 
many vho would accuse those who mk^rt act the part of 
Joshua in searching out the(wrcng^) of hawing a wicked, fault-^c^r^ 
finding spirit . God is not toTsTtrifled with and His warnings 
disregarded with inpxiity by atgervengip eople . 

I was shown that the manner of (^cteVg) confession was 
similar to the confessions that some among' us have made aid 
will make. They hide their (wrongs) and refuse to make a vol¬ 
untary confession until God searches them out, and then they 
acknowledge their sins. A few persons pass on in a course of 
(wrong) intil they become hardened. They may even know 
that the church is burdened, as Achan knew that Israel were 
made weak before their enemies because of his guilt. Yet their 
^ consciences do not condemn them . They will not relieve the 
church by humbling their proud , rebellious hearts before God
